May it please your Excellency, 

On the 17th of August, 1868, I had the honour of submitting to the Duke of 
Abercorn a Return of the acreage under Flax in 1867 and 1868, by counties and provinces, 
and on the 16th September following General Abstracts, which gave the acreage of the 
various crops and the number of live stock iu each county and province, and for all Ireland. 

I now beg to submit to your Excellency the accompanying Tables, which show the estimated 
averaqe yield of the crops in 1867 and 1868, also the number, age, and sex of the emi- 
grants who left the different counties, from the 1st of January to the 31st of December, 

1868, and the ports at which they embarked. 

The number of scutching-mills for flax in Ireland, and the locality m which each mill 
is situated, are also given. ...... 

As in former years, the particulars relating to the average yield of the crops grown in Mode of col- 
each electoral division throughout the country were procured from persons resident in 
the localities who were practically acquainted with the subject, by Enumerators selected Produce 
from the Royal Irish Constabulary and Metropolitan Police who discharged this duty 
with their usual efficiency. The name and address of each person giving the information 

are entered on the form by the Enumerator. . , 

On the receipt of these Returns they were copied, and forn arded by me to the Hoards 
of Guardians of the several Unions, for examination; and I have great pleasure in stating, 
that out of 3,438 electoral divisions— the entire number in Ireland— revised Returns lor 
2 749 have been received from the Guardians.* 

Since the publication of the “ General Abstracts” in September last, the acreage under 
the crops has been revised, and the corrected totals (which have been used in calculating 
the averaqe produce ,) are now given in the following Tables. P i 

Compared with 1867, the Returns for 1868 show an increase of 94,312 acres under 

In the ^principal cereal crops, wheat has increased by 24,116 acres, and in the yield Cereal 
2-2 cwt. per acre; oats by 41,134 acres— the produce per statute acre being the same in Crops. 

1868 as in 1867. Barley increased by 15,317 acres, and by 1*4 cwt. per acre. Here 
and Rye by 304 acres, and 0'7 cwt. per acre. Taken together, the total estimated produce 
of the urincipal cereal crops was 9,491,186 quarters, being an increase of 558,381 quarters 
in 1868, as compared with 1867. 

In green crops, potatoes increased by 32,900 acres, and the yield 0'8 tons per acre, GreenCrops. 
mangel wurzel by 292 acres, and 0*2 tons per acre, and cabbage 8,85-7 acres, and 0’d tons 
per acre. Turnips decreased by 15,634 acres, and the produce by 0'6 tons per acre. 

. The total produce of potatoes, turnips, mangel wurzel, and cabbage m 1868 amounted to 
'• 3141 900 tons, showing an increase of 619,920 tons when compared with the previous year. 

’ Flax decreased by 46,774 acres, and the average produce by 3'0 stones per acre. Flay a iul 
shows an increase of 33,800 acres, but a diminution in the total produce of 199,121 Hay. 
tons in consequence of a decrease in the yield of 0 - 2 tons per acre in 1868.

Moteor- In connexion with the Agricultural Statistics, I beg to give the following abstract 
oWrva- (Table VI.) of the Meteorological Observations registered at the Ordnance Survey Office, 

tions. fhe Phcenix Park, during the year 1868, for which I am indebted to the courtesy 

of Captain Wilkinson, R.E. 

The barometer stood highest in 1868, on the 11th of February, at 9.30 p.m., — wind calm 
— when it was 30'865 inches ; it was lowest at 9.30 a.m., on the 27th December, — wind 
S.W. — when it was 28‘735 inches. The highest temperature in the air during the year was 
88A degrees of Fahrenheit, on July 21st, and the lowest 22-6 degrees, on January 3rd. 
Rain or snow fell on 183 days. The greatest quantity of rain which fell in a day (24 
hours) was 1'334 inches on the 25th of September — the wind being N.E. The point from 
which the wind chiefly prevailed was from the S.W. ; it blew from that direction 124 days, 
with an average pressure 4'3 1 lbs. per square foot. The strongest wind was from the S. W ., 
on the 10th of December, when the pressure was 25 lbs. per square foot.
